ter, are counterfelt. The genuine noles
on these banks all have the name of A,
. Colby ns Register. This ia also the
case with the 20 on the Onpelda National
Bank of Utlea, N. Y. All five dollar
notes of the following banksbearing the
name of B B, Colby as Register, are
counterfeit: First Nutlional Bank of
Aurom, Illinols ; Canton, INlinois ; Chi-
cago, linola; Paxton, TIllinols, and
Northampton, Mass. All the genuine
fives on these banks bhave the name of
1., E, Chittendon as Iteglister, with the
exception of the first National Bank of
Paxton, Ill,, on which 1s printed the
name of John Allison ns Register. The
counterfeit ten on the Muncie National
Bank of Indiana has the name of Alll-
son ag Register, and Bpinner ns Treas.
urer, while all genuine lssues have either
the name of Colby and Epinner or Alli-
gon and New, All tens on the First
Niutlonnl Bank of Lockport, N, Y., and
First National Bank of Poughkeepsie,
N. Y., having the name of B. B. Colby,
as Regiester. are counterfeit.

Wasmrarox, D. C, Deo, 18, 1877,

We hear muoch talk now-n-days that
benrs ominonsly npon the subject of war
with Mexico, Tt is stated on good author-
ity that both the President and Seordtary
of State look upon such o possibility rather
with favor than with reluctance and mis-
givings, on the gronnd that much good
would necessarily result from such nn evil,
I quote from a leading jonrnal on the sab.
Joeot; “Tothe governing class ft wounld
seem nogood thing to get up an excitement
that would divert attention from the
numerons unwelcome isstes of home poli-
tics and give employment to oni thou-
sands of discontented poor. To the politieal
class it wonld appear a good expediont,
now that party fenlty is waning, to rally
public enthusinsm  around the Administra.
tion, To the speculative olass, including
those of the politiclan sort, it would be «
God eend te have a retum] to the e of
army contracts, Government lopns nod
pablic extravagavee, To the Texas Paciflo
interests it would be the oponing of new
prospects of success, To the ploneer wd-
venturers it would promise the realization
of their deeams of milrond enterprise,
colonization schemes and mining ventures,
To the military cluss it would be o wel-
come relaxation (rom their monotonous
idleness, With the Bouth ik would be pop-
ular as an extoasion of its torritory aod the
realization of its supposed destiny. While
to o more genersd cluss it would be at-
tractive as a stimulant to general trade,
belping the countey through the dreary
depression that has so long  aflioted it."'—
